Those who happen to watch 
American television news pro- 
grams are no doubt aware that 
this week the presidential cam- 
paigns of the two principal par- 
ties get underway.

65 Years Ago 


Not since the discovery in 1866 
of the famous Richardson mine 
in the township of Madoc, which 
led to a mad rush to the new El 
Dorado, has there been so much 
excitement over any find in the 
Hastings mining region as there 
is in Madoc village over the 
discovery of a phenomenally rich 
vein of gold-bearing rock, about 
nine miles north of Madoc vil. 
lage, 

The find was made by Mr, 
E, B, Davis, an old and ex. 
perienced miner, who has been 
connected with the mining in. 
dustry for many years, 

A sample, about ten pounds 
in weight, of the vein matter 
was taken to Belleville by Mr, 
John T, Cockram, of Madoc vil- 
lage, and was closely inspected 
by Mr, Ernest Fraleck, M, E., 
and others and was pronounced 
the richest sample of gold bearing 
rock that has been seen there 
since the Richardson, 

The sample consists of mulky 
quartz, dolomite and black coun. 
try rock, It is literally studded 

“with gold, which shows in specks 
of varying size in the dolomite as 
well as in the quartz, Such ore 
would yield several thousands 
of dollars to the ton, 

Particulars as to the exact 
location of the mine, the width of 
the vein and the depth of the 
shaft could not be ascertained, 
but these details will no doubt 
be forthcoming in due time, 


A Weekly 
Meditation

Epiphany means Manifestation 
or Demonstration, God has enter- 


ed into human affairs to save men. . 


What is more, he has intervened 
openly, not in a subtle, invisible 
way, The tangible, flesh.and- 
blood reality of the infant Jesus 
is the beginning of a lucid, mani- 
fest city-on-a-mountain policy by 

God. The Advent-Christmas sea- 

son proclaims his open coming. 
The Feast of Epiphany focuses 
on it in a particular vivid way. 

How? First of all, by the ra- 
diant vision of Isaiah, The pro- 
phet sees the whole world in 
darkness, with brilliant light 
flooding Jerusalem, God’s city. 
He sees people from every coun- 
try converging on the manifest 
light, and bearing gifts of faith 
and love for God, Then comes the 
stiring psalm of worldwide peace 
and justice that will flow out of 
the divine ruler-King, and inspire 
universal adoration, St, Paul 
speaks of his role to present 
this “mystery of Christ?’ to the 
pagans for all to share, 

Finally, that most poetic and 
appealing picture of three ‘wise 
men’? from far away, guided by 
a dazzling new star in the sky 
towards the new king. In homage 
they present him gold, frankin- 
cense, and myrrh, The obsure 
and poverty-stricken birth in the 
Bethlehem stable is no longer a 
secret, It is manifest now to the 
whole world, 

His life and deeds were to 
serve as guides for men, But all 
Christians are to reflect the light 
of Christ in the world, Their 
lives, their deeds, must show 
that the influence of Christ is 
still alive in the world, Isaiah as- 
sures us that nations will walk 
by this light. St. Paul confirms 
this idea, Salvation is not re-

aimed at alcohol 


Blood alcohol level 

“A car driver can be charged 
with being impaired even though 
he can pass & breathalyzer test,’’ 
Phil Farmer, Executive Director 
of the Canada Safety Council said 
today, 

“Since the breathalyzer was 
adopted, there has been a ten. 
dency for people to believe that 
they can drink and drive if they 
are under the legal limit set in 
the breathalyzer legislation in 
the Criminal Code of Canada,’’ 
he said, 

“But the breathalyzer legisla. 
tion means that having more than 
80 milligrams of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of your blood is a 
criminal offence, 

**The legislation still says that 
impaired driving is an offence 
even if one has not reached this 
level, 

“The legislation still says that 
many people can become impair- 
ed below this limit, '’’ he said, 

Alcohol affects everyone dif- 
ferently. The degree of impair- 
ment depends on your body 
weight, your age, your health, 
whether you are using prescrip. 
tion drugs and other factors, 

“Tt takes the body more than 
an hour to eliminate one and a 
half ounces of spirits, three oun- 
ces of non-fortified wine, or 12 
ounces of beer,’’ he said, ‘So 
if you drink and must drive, have 
no more than one drink an hour, 
If you are an older person, have 
a medical problem or use pre- 
scription drugs, possibly you 
shouldn’t be drinking at all be- 
fore driving.’’ 

His statement supports acam- 
paign launched by the Canada 
Safety Council this month aimed 
at a leading cause of traffic 
accidents «- the adult social 
drinker, 

The campaign is aimed at re- 
establishing the host/guest re-

Junk mail another 
form of pollution 


(BY LYNN JONES) 


Goverment at all levels, in- 
Cluding the myriad of agencies 
and commissions are guilty of a 
form of pollution that Canada 
can do without, and at the same 
time help conserve one of our 
Most precious natural resources 
«newsprint and the trees from 
which it comes, 

Anyone engaged in the com- 
Munications business such as we 
are, receives mountains of mail 
that is of utterly no use to any- 
one in the weekly newspaper 
field, We refer specifically to 
publicity blurbs for the CBC 
radio programs; speeches of var- 
lous politicians that were. given 
as long as three weeks previous; 
press releases from this and that 
department about Joe Blow being 
appointed under secretary ofthis 
or commissioner of that; and the 
pounds of material ground out to 
publicize events long distances 
away or long since past, 

Frequently. complaints are 
heard about postal service, and 
we could mention two recent in- 
stances of first class letters that 
were undelivered in Toronto and 
London, Ont., ten days after mail. 
ing, There is ho doubt that what 
used to be considered a pride-. 
delivering the mail promptly-- 
has almost disappeared, Doubt- 
less part of the cause is in. 
creased volume, not only if let. 
ters, but all the other mishmash 
we have partially described, If 
the nuisance mail were cut to 
the essential minimum, it would 
be a start, 

Another practice that we have 
discovered some companies 
“ollow is mailing us statements 
with a ‘nil’? balance, Surely if 
the firm concerned has a reae 
sonably up to date bookkeeping 
system, it should know if it 
Owes a bill or not, Why spend 
Postage, stationery and handling 
time to say nothing, This effort 
could be more likely put to bet. 
ter use contacting accounts that 
do owe, and quite possibly beyond 
the normal 30-day credit period, 

Canada has had trouble in re- 
cent years with postal service, 
and like anything else the govern. 
ment does, it keeps costing more, 
Being government, they don’t 
worry a hoot about the service, 
If every effort were made to 
eliminate from the mails any- 
thing that did not need to enter 
this vital stream of information, 
this would be a start,

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Story of airmail goes back 200 years 


Most People would be surprised 
to learn that the story of air. 
mail goes back nearly 200 years 
+ long before the days of aero. 
Planes, The first official British 
airmail service was inaugurated 
80 years ago, when a series of 
flights was made between London 
and Windsor as part of the cele. 
brations marking the coronation 
of King George V, but long be. 
fore that date unofficial attempts 
wa been made to carry mail by 
air, 

In May 1807, for example, 
Admiral Cochrane, the Earl of 
Dundonald, transmitted mes. 
Sages from the British lines to 
the French during the Peninsular 
campaign by means of kites, 

Carrier pigions have been used 
since time immemorial and it 
was by means of *‘pigeongrams’’ 
that Rothchild is said to have 
learned the outcome of the Battle 
of Waterloo three days before the 
news broke in London, thus en- 


abling him to buy shares on the 
London stock market and take a 
tremendous profit when they roc- 
keted in value after the victory 
was officially announced, 

The Montgolfier Brothers 
made their first balloon ascent 
in November 1782 and the bal- 
looning craze swiftly spread over 
Europe, In September 1784 Vin- 
cent Lunardi made the first as- 
cent in England and dropped three 
letters over the side. One of these 
was found near the milestone on 
Northaw Common near London 
and posted back to Lunardi by 
the finder, The text of this letter 
- Britain’s first ‘‘aerogramme”’ 
+ is reproduced in Lunardi’s 
memoirs. It became customary 
for balloonists to dropletters and 
numerous examples of this un- 
official airmail have been recor- 
ded, 

The first attempt in Britain 
to carry mail by balloon on a 
large scale was made on Oct-

On this occasion an unmanned 
balloon was launched from Lon- 
don’s Crystal Palace during a 
fireworks display and subsequen- 
tly recovered at Acrise Farm 
near Folkestone, Kent, The post- 
ecards contained in the mailbag 
were postmarked Hythe, Exam- 
ples of these Crystal Palace 
cards are very rare and are 
highly prized as forerunners of 
British airmail, 


To celebrate the coronation of 
King Edward V11 in August 1902 
special postcards portraying the 
king and queen were despatched 
by balloon from Beckenham in 
Kent, Later that year cards were 
flown by balloon from Manchester 
to publicise a Lifeboat Saturday, 
These souvenir postcards are 


now eagerly soughtafter by aero- 
philatelists, 


Flights by heavier-.than -air 
machines took place in the Ed. 
wardian period but were poorly 
publicised and left little in the 
way of distinctive souvenirs, The 
first Aviation Meeting took place 
at Blackpool in August 1910 when 
Claude Grahame-White carried 
despatches by aeroplane from 
Lytham Hall to Squire’s Gate, 

An Air Meeting at Lanark the 
following week was marked by 
several picture postcards and 
mail was cancelled by a postmark 
inscribed LANARK GRAND 
STAND, This postmark was nor- 
mally used for telegraphic pur- 
poses but postcards bearing it 
are regarded asamong the great. 
est of British aviation rarities,

Two years ago, Lola Stone of 
Shillington, Ontario, became deaf 
in addition to being almost totally 
immobile due to severe rheuma. 
toid arthritis, The Rehabilitation 
Foundation for the Disabled was 
instrumental in changing this so 
that today she can hear, walkand 
even sew which she does ex. 
tremely well, First seen at the 
Foundation’s Annual Orthopedic 
Clinic at Kirkland Lake by vol. 
unteer medical consultants, Lola 
has made many trips to Toronto 
for corrective surgery which has 
Teally paid off, 

This and other Foundation Pro. 
grams for handicapped Ontario 
adults are financed through Abil. 
ity Fund (March of Dimes) cam- 
paigns held each January, 


On the evening of March 31, 
1954, a car collided with the 
back of a truck outside ofAylmer 
Ontario, Damage to both vehicles 
was minimal; however, a passen- 
ger in the car was rushed to 
hospital with possible neck injur- 
jes, His name was Bob Barrett 
and the injuries turned out to be 
far worse than anyone at the 
scene of the accident had thought 
possible, From the moment of 
impact Bob became a Quadraple- 
gic and has now been paralyzed 
from the neck down for over 
sixteen years, 


Corrective surgery was able to 
return partial use of his arms 
and hands but his general physi- 
cal movement is greatly limited 
and will probably remain so for 
the rest of his life, 

Most people in Bob’s place 
would be completely demoralized 
and bitter, Perhaps at one time 
Bob also felt this way but not 
today because he just doesn’t 
have the time, 


Like many other people who 
have faced disability Bob has 
learned that life is precious under 
almost any circumstances and not 
a minute should ever be wasted, 

He is a local distributor of 
Amway Products and is pre- 
sently organizing district Rehab, 
Home Parties through which pro- 


ducts produced by the handicap. 
ped are marketed, 

This January, Bob Barrett will 
again be organizing Ability Fund 
volunteers in Elgin County out of 
his room at St. Thomas Elgin 
Memorial Hospital, Funds raised 
will be used to support programs 
of the Rehabilitation Foundation 
for the Disabled which assist 
handicapped Ontario adults, 

In 1951, Dorothy Clark of Strat. 
ford requested assistance from 
the Ability Fund (MarchofDimes) 
for physical rehabilitation, After 
a severe bout of polio at the age 
of eleven, which left her almost 
totally paralyzed, Dorothy spent 
the next twenty-eight years being 
carried from bed to chair mainly 
because rehabilitation facilities 
were not then available, 

The road to self independence 
started at Lyndhurst Lodge in 
Toronto, Two and a half years of 
intensive physiotherapy there and 
corrective surgery at the Toronto 
General Hospital -- all financed 

by the March of Dimes -- pre- 
pared Dorothy for her return to 
Stratford and eventual self em. 
ployment, She has been success. 
fully operating out of her apart. 
ment as a Publisher’s Agent 
since that time and, in 1960, 
became Secretary for the Ability 
Fund’s Central Western Ontario 
campaigns, 
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onation festivities and various 
attractive labels were produced, 

The World's first official air- 
mail flight was made in India 
in February 1911 in connection 
with the United Provinces Indus- 
trial and Agricultural Exhibition 
at Allahabad and a special post.

Last week’s postponement of 
the annual meeting of the Stirling 
Agricultural Society has pointed 
up a deficiency which exists in 
Stirling, but is not peculiar to 
this village, It happens all to 
frequently even in larger com. 


| munities where there is lack of 


coordination in regard to im- 
portant community events, 

The situation here is that the 
Fair Board set a date for its 
annual meeting, had notices 
printed and advertised the event 
in the News-Argus for last Sa- 
turday, Only after the paper was 
published did it come to light 
there was another event, for 
which many of those wishing to 
attend the Fair Board meeting 
had already purchased tickets. 
As a result, the Board had to 
postpone its meeting a week, 

This has happened more than 
once and will doubtless happen 
more often unless some consi- 
deration is given to plan against 
Such occurrences, In a small 
community like Stirling, there 
are bound to be numerous peo- 
ple who belong to several orga- 
nizations, Many from the rural 
area may belong to some things 
in town, some in their own lo- 
calities, and also in nearby 
towns, such as Frankford, Mar- 
mora or Madoc, 

What seems to be needed here 
is something that we know has 
been tried in at least one other 
place, slightly large rthanStir- 
ling -. a central registry ofcom- 
munity events, The first require- 
ment is that a site be established, 
(we have no Chamber of Com- 
Merce office as such) and that 
ALL organizations which meet 
within the interest radius ofStir- 
ling list their regiilarsmeetings. 
Here, there will doubtless be 
overlapping, and the members 
have to choose which they will 
attend, 

The idea I am advocating is 
that when any group that encom- 
passes a major segment of the 
population as potential attenders 
at any event, then this registra. 
tion centre should be contacted 
to see which dates are open, or 
at least which would cause the 
least complication, should there 
be a duplication. If this became 
a standard practice, then such 
things as happened with the exam. 
ple cited, would be either avoided 
or at least reduced in frequency, 

One criticism I have heard 
voiced since arriving here is that 
the town is over-organized, This 
may or may not be a valid 
statement, There does seem tobe 


a profusion of organizations and ~ 


many of the same types within 
a few miles in each direction, 
I am thinking of WI’s, church 
groups, and other similar meet. 
ings. There certainly seems to 
be an over-abundance of frater. 
nal groups, when you consider 
the distances between some of 
them, I also know the answer 
that would come back in chorus, 
were there any hint of merging, 
“We've had our group for XX 
years and we’re not going to 
change now.’? Pride in organi- 
zation is all right, but maybe 
there would be more advantage in 
one group with a membership of 
50 or 75 than four or five with 
10 - 15 each,
